It Was dated at T'sara- 
don, June 4, and says: ‘‘Nothing more 
startiing and unexpected than the cir- 
cumstances cf our capture could be im- 
agined. A quiet domestic dinner with- 
cut guests, “the windows ofen, the 
table amass of flowers, then suddenly 
like an avalanche the yelling onset of 
Rasuli’s men. It Was a Wiassic scene 
ef. rapine and confusion; nor wouid it 
be easy to conceive a picture more wiid 
and gloomy than our forced journey; 
in fact the libretto was perfect. 

“It is easy now to write in this 
strain when we are assured that nego- 
tiations for our release aré. concluding, 
but. during that terribte twenty-four 
hours” riage over tracks and boulders, 
and in dense thickets where our cap 
tors had at times Jiterally to cut their 
Way in order to avoid villages on the 
beaten track—well,-we had no such con- 
solation then, none of any sort ‘ndeet.”
